What will for the boy. this 


year? Will you send him to some 


good college? If you were to start 


life over again in Pharmacy would 
you. be satisfied with “behind the 
counter” training? Assuming we are 
addressing the average sensible man, 
the answer is settled. Conditions now 
and twenty years ago are very differ- 
ent, the public to-day is an educated 
public as compared with two or three 


decades back. People generally ex- 


pect and require nowadays that men 
of business show more than a ma- 
chine knowledge of business. If not 
then thé. ignoramus, the  miser, 
would be eligible for a bank presi- 
dency.. miser ‘can ‘count money, 


worship it and ‘save it: That might 


seem’ sufficient: qualification to a few 


people. "The fact is, however, such 


men are not qualified for:-big posi- 
tions and rarely now ever get them. 
Such positions’ are now more and 
more being occupied by men of broad 
and special training. All other things 
being equal the man who has received 
a thorough preparation for his chosen 
profession is the man who best suc- 
ceeds. [The mechanic who has the 
necessary tools for doing special work 
is the man who gets the business. 
The complex business of pharmacy

of to-day requires men who show a 
thorough grasp of the fundamentals 
of the science and art which enter 
into the business. ‘There are count- 
less problems to be solved and these 
are fully worthy the best talent and 


brains. By all means give the boy a 
modern training. Then if he turns 
out to be a boob the responsibility 
rests upon himself and to some ex- 
tent upon the college. At college he 


will receive new stimulus, new ideals 
and the enthusiasm of worthy teach- 
ers. This alone has been the begin- 


ning of many a great and useful —

What value do you attach to your 
show, window? Does it ‘sell goods? 


Héw--do you know that it does sell 
goods?

SURGICAL GOODS. 


How many of us give proper con- 


sideration to the handling of these 
most sacred of medical materials. 


No one, half wise, would think of 


employing a doctor who ignored asep- 
sis and antisepsis. The public gen- 
erally know the great importance of 
surgical cleanliness. Is it fair then 
to leave cotton, gauze, bandages, etc., 
exposed to the dust and dirt and 


_ keep such absurd pharmaceutical side 
lines as cigars, tobacco, toys and 


countless other articles, in elegant 
dust-proof cases? We are not dis- 
couraging the keeping of all goods 
in dust-proof cases but we do feel 


that the needs and welfare of the 


sick should receive first considera- 
tion. The keeping of such goods in 


proper cases makes an excellent +m- 


pression upon the physicians and 


public alike. You cannot emphasize 


too greatly the value of cleanliness. 
When you wrap up a package of sur- 
gical goods for an obstetric case, for 
example, it would be proper to place 


a neat seal-label upon the package, 


advising the patient in some equiva- 
lent terms, “We recommend that this 


_ package be opened only by doctor or 


nurse.’ No one will question the 


importations of crude pepper. Careful | 
consideration has been given to repre- 
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wisdom of this advice. The watieint is 
impressed at once that he did not 
buy dry-goods, cotton, or cheese 
cloth. He bought something strictly 
medical. This is really true. What 
will the doctor and nurse say of such 
thoughtfulness? | 


CRUDE PEPPER AND FOOD 
AND DRUGS ACT. | 


The Department at Washington, D. 
C., has been requested to define its 
views with relation to the application 
of the Federal Food and Drugs Act to 


sentations made at a hearing accorded 
importers and distributors on March 2, 
1916, and to information obtained by 


the Department from other sources. 

It is represented that crude peppers 
are ordinarily sold in the markets of 
the world on the basis of recognized 
commercial grades and that all peppers 
contain light berries in varying quanti- 
ties. 

The conclusion has been reached that 
the Department will not hereafter, un- 
less and until notice to the contrary be 
given, recommend the detention of. 


crude pepper, offered for entry, on ac- 


count of the presence therein of light 
berries in the amounts in which they 
are customarily present in crude pepper 
of recognized commercial grades. 

On the other hand, the Department 
will continue to recommend to customs 
officials that importations of crude pep- 
per be detained if, upon examination, 
they are found to contain pepper shells 
or other adulterants, or to be wormy 
or otherwise to consist in whole or in 
part of a filthy, decomposed or putrid 


substance, or in any wise to be in- 


jurious to health. 

Ground peppers will be regarded as 
adulterated and misbranded, if upon ex- 
amination they are found not to comply 
with the standards in Circular 19, Office 
of the Secretary of Agriculture.

It is with regret we have to announce 
that John H. Dawson has left San Fran- 


cisco and has now made his home in > 
Glendora, Los Angeles County. John 


H. Dawson has been always very closely 
associated with the late William M. 
Searby, in business, journalism and col- 
lege affairs, and therefore when THE 
-Paciric PHARMACIST was started, some 
eight years ago, Dawson was one of the 
first Searby consulted in the matter. 
Dawson, like most of. Searby’s old 
friends, contributed liberally in money, 
in energy and in scientific and literary 
ability to launch the journal on its ca- 
reer, It is to be hoped that now, while 
he is enjoying his otium cum dignitati, 
that his pen will not be idle and that 
he will be as he has been in the past, 
one of our most valued contributors. 
His position of examiner of drugs at the 
port of entry in San Francisco gave 
him an opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted with strange drugs, which, 
until he described them, were unknown 
and had not found a place in our text- 

John H. Dawson is one of the old 
school of pharmacists. His knowledge 
of materia medica, chemistry and 
other kindred branches of science does 
not prevent him from being a lover of 
good books, good paintings and good 
sculpture; a good play, a good opera 


and a good lecture has always at- 


tracted him. 

_A few years ago there was a gather- 
ing here of the chemists of the United 
States. They were entertained in a 

most generous and hospitable manner ; 
no expense was spared to give them a 
royal welcome. When they departed 
it was found there was a large cash 
balance left. With the consent of the 
donors, every one of whom was writ- 


ten to, this money was given in trust 


to the San Francisco Public Library. 
John H. Dawson and Frank T. Green, 
at whose suggestion this was done, 
made the proviso that all books pur- 
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chased would be works on Chemistry, 
Microscopy and such like, and that at 
any time when it was desired to estab- 
lish a scientific library in San Fran- 
cisco the books would be returned. 


Although science must bow to poli- 
tics, yet it can not be denied that the 
government officials who have charge 
of such matters made.a mistake when 
the office of examiner of drugs was 
abolished in this port of entry, and 
when the office is re-established, as re- 
established it must necessarily be, it 
is to be hoped that the position may 
be filled by one who is as competent 
to fill it and who has the scientific 
training of John H. Dawson. 


It is not purposed here to speak of 


Dawson’s long connection with the 
California College of Pharmacy. For 


over a quarter of a century he has 


been a director, serving without fee or 
reward. Doubtless an appreciation of 


his services will be recorded on the 
archives of that institution. 


THE HEALING POWER OF 
CAMPHOR. 


Army Surgeons Discover New Use, 
As a Dressing for Wounds. 


-Camphor, which is obtained from 
the Camphor-Tree, is a time-honored 


family remedy, generally considered 


only for preparing liniments, and as a 


relief for nervous, “headachy” indi- 


viduals. In point of fact, however, 
camphor is one of the very best heart 
stimulants in certain cases of ccl- 


lapse, and for this purpose has gained 


rather than declined in popularity 
with medical men in recent years. 
Since the war, camphor has been 
used by many army surgeons in the 
treatment of wounds. For this pur- 
pose the camphor is dissolved in 


white wine in the following propor-— 


tions: One part camphor, one part 
alcohol, three parts mucilage of 
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acacia and forty-five parts white wine. 
Surgeons report that when this pre- 


paration is used “the wounds heal 


remarkably fast, while the relief from 
pain, from the first, is notable.” 
This use of wine as a dressing for 
wounds at the present is interesting, 
when we reflect that it was a favorite 
dressing with army surgeons a hun- 
dred years ago, but had dropped out 
of use almost entirely past 
forty years. 


‘The camphor tree grows only in the 


most mountainous parts of Formosa, 


inhabited by head-hunting savages, 
whom none of the successive invaders 
of the island have been able to sub- 


due. These savages are quite alive to. 


the value of the trees, and fiercely 


opposed to all attempts to get posses- 


sion of the forests. 


It is necessary to carry on a care- 
fully conceived plan of gradual pene- 
tration, Paths are made six feet in 
width through the virgin forests; 


every 120 yards stands a guardhouse, 


and every fourth or fifth guardhouse 


is a small fort intrenched and de- 
fended by wire entanglements. 
Telephonic intercommunication, ma- 
chine guns, and all the resources of 
western military science are em- 


ployed. In spite of these elaborate | 


precautions, the loss among the cam- 


phor gatherers amounts to hundreds 


of lives annually. —

CULTIVATION OF MEDICINAL 
HERBS. 


Mr. E. N. Holmes, curator of the 


Pharmaceutical Society’s , Museum, 
gave a lecture on the cultivation of 


medicinal herbs in Great Britain. -He 
said that hitherto we had depended 
mainly on Germany and Austria for 
our supply of medicinal herbs, and 
it was difficult to understand why 
there should be any necessity to im- 
port herbs that grew wild in this 


country. For instance, it seemed ab- 


surd to import coltsfoot by the ton 
when every clayey railway bank or 
heavy waste-ground was covered with 
the plant. In Germany children were 
taught to recognize and collect medi- 
cinal herbs that grew near their 
homes; these were dried in small 
quantities in sheds or attics, and 
probably finished off in farmhouse 


bread ovens after the removal of the — 


bread. In the absence of any system 
of collection in this country, vast 
quantities of valuable herbs were left 


to waste. We could become inde- 


pendent of Germany for our supplies 
of two valuable drugs—belladonna 
and foxglove. Belladonna was found 
in twenty-eight British counties. An 


enormous increase in the yield could 
be obtained if the head gardeners on 
estates where it grew wild were in- 
structed to distribute, in April, all 


seedling plants to other positions in 
the same woods, since the seedlings 


- were often too crowded. If this were 


done and the plants cut at the proper 
time and sold to the agents of whole- 
sale drug firms, there would be no 
need to import belladonna and it was 
quite possible that there would be a 
sufficient supply even for export to 
those of our dominions where the 
climate and local conditions prevented 
its successful culture. With regard 
to foxglove, there was an enormous 
quantity growing wild in damp, hilly 


woods in this country, and if large 
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landowners whose soil was. silicious 
would give instructions to their head 
gardeners to plant out the young 


plants or scatter the seed in autumn > 


in fresh localities, there would be no 
necessity to import foxglove from the 
continent.

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SYNTHETIC SUBSTITUTES. UN- 
DER THE HARRISON LAW. 


_ The Harrison Narcotic Law, as is 
now well known, restricts the manu- 
facture, sale or dispensing of “opium 
or coca leaves or any compound, 
manufacture, salt, derivative or prep- 
aration thereof” to persons registered 
under the act. The language is from 
Section I of the law. In all other 
sections, with a single exception, the 
drugs covered by the law are re- 
ferred to as “the aforesaid drugs.” 

In Section VI, however, after pro- 
viding for the exemption of prepara- 


tions containing minimum quantities 
of these drugs, the law exempts from 


the exemption “liniments, ointments 


and other preparations which contain | 


cocain or any of its salts or alpha or 
beta eucain or any of its salts or any 
synthetic substitute for them.” On 


law could. be interpreted by a suc-. 
ceeding section, if the succeeding sec- 
tion were more explicit and illum- 


inating in its verbiage, the Treasury 
Department issued Treasury Decision 


2194, placing “alpha and beta eucain 
or any of their salts or any synthetic 


substitute for them” under the pro- 


visions of the law. To this ruling 
the Farbwerke-Hoechst Company, the 
manufacturers - of novocain, a syn- 
thetic substitute for cocain, took ex- 
ception and, by agreement, a test case 
was argued before the United States 
District Court of New York. It is 


reported that the court took the case 


from the jury and ordered a verdict 
for the Farbwerke-Hoechst Company, 
on the ground that the text of the 
law did not include synthetic substi- 
tutes except in Section IV, where it 


- was without force as far as the gen- 


eral construction of the law is con- 
cerned. This ruling is an important 
one, and it is probable that. the case 
will be taken to the higher courts.— 
Jour. A.M.A., July 15, 1916. 
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CAUTION PROSPECTIVE DRUG GROWERS 


Speciale of the U. S. Department of Agriculture Point Out 
Limited Profits and Difficulties in this Field—Drug Plants 
Frequently More Important from a Social than _ 
from a Monetary Point of View. 


Interruption of ‘importations of 
many drugs, spices, and oils made 
from plants has resulted in certain 
cases in abnormally high prices for 


the raw materials and the products 


derived from them. As a result, many 
people are looking into the possibility 


of profit in growing these crops in 


the United States. Many letters are 


received each week at the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture asking how 


to raise this or that drug plant. 

In almost every case, the drug plant 
specialists reply that it is doubtful 
whether the inexperienced grower can 


grow these plants successfully, or, if 
he succeeds, will find a satisfactory 


market for his crop. ‘The raising of 
such plants, they point out, is a dis- 
tinct specialty and calls for exact 
knowledge and skill comparable to 
that needed by the florist who, to 
satisfy his market, not only must raise 


flowers, but must produce blooms at cer- 


tain seasons and with unusual character- 
istics. Of even greater importance, 
however, is the fact that the total amount 
of drug plants that can be consumed in 
this country in any year is very small 
compared with our consumption of 
any of the staple crops. Overpro- 
duction in the case of drugs is more 
serious than in the case of staple 
crops because staple crops such as 
corn and grain, if not sold, can be 
used at home for food or for feeding 


stock or chickens. The drug plant, 


however, is profitless to the grower 
unless a drug manufacturer will buy 
it for use in medicine. 

It is entirely possible, for example, 
to grow belladonna from which is 
derived atropine and other alkaloids 
very valuable in medicine. The total 
amount of belladonna plants the en- 


tire country uses, however, could all 
be grown on a few hundred acres. 


- Because of the present interruption 


in the supply of belladonna, a few 
domestic growers have made a profit 
recently from this crop, A.:slight 


expansion of the industry would 
quickly increase the supply beyond 
the demand and this, together with 
importation, when resumed, might 


soon glut the local market and ‘leave 


little or no profit to the raiser, unless 


an export market were developed. 
Digitalis, although one of the most 


important and valuable of heart ton- 


ics, aS a crop has relatively small 
monetary value. The drug plant spec- 
ialists who have been developing this 


plant and testing possibilities of its 


culture in this country have done so, 


not merely with the idea of fostering 


an industry, but because this plant 


is sO important in saving human lives 


that should all supplies be cut off a 
serious calamity would result. For 
the same reason the specialists have 
been working with many other drug 
plants. It was believed that the drug 


specialists should be ready to raise 


these plants in this country if for any 


_teason the foreign supply should be 


entirely cut. off. 


‘For years, therefore, the Dépait: 


ment has been producing many of 
these plants experimentally, but when 
the supply of certain of these drugs 
failed or their prices reached prohibi- 


tive figures, a few skilled growers, 


with the advice of the Department, 
were able to raise small quantities of 
some of the more important drugs 
needed in the present emergency. 
Thymol, widely used for antiseptic 
purposes, is a drug manufactured in 
Germany from a seed grown in India. 
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A few days after the interruption of 
imports the price leaped from $2 to 
$17 a pound. The Department, how- 


ever, had been experimenting with a 


common weed known as _ horsemint, 
which grows readily in the South, and 
yields this substance. This horse- 
mint was brought into cultivation, its 


drug-bearing quality improved, and a. 


simple process for manufacturing 


thymol from it developed, with the re- 


sult last year that there was produced 
commercially a small quantity of this 
drug. The industry, however, can not 


be widely extended because the total 


consumption, as indicated by previous 
reports, is only about 17,000 pounds a 
year, an amount which can be produced 
probably on less than 1000 acres. 


Lemon grass, producing lemon grass 
oil, used widely by soap and perfume 
makers, can be grown in Florida on 


At 


land not suitable for citrus fruits. 
most, however, 
worth of this oil is used per year in 


this country, and even if none were im-_ 
ported, only 2000 or 3000 acres of 


the grass could be raised without over- 
production. 


Red pepper, both as a and 
as a condiment, seems to offer one of 


the most promising fields for replacing ~ 


an imported by a domestic article. In 
1915. in South Carolina 118 acres, 
yielding 152,000 pounds, were harvest- 
ed. There is indication that this year 
nearly 500 acres may be devoted to this 
crop. As one acre produces nearly 


1300 pounds and our total imports in 
1914 were only 8,829,487 pounds, oe 


readily can be seen that a limited acre- 
age would provide all the pepper this 
country ordinarily consumes. 


Camphor trees, years of experiment 
have established, can be grown $suc- 
cessfully in Florida, along the Gulf 
Coast and in some coast regions as far 
north as Charleston. Only within the 
last seven or eight years, however, have 
the Department specialists considered it 


at all feasible to grow these trees as a 


source of camphor. The _ specialists 
have discovered that instead of being 


and planted. 


only about $100, 000. 


able to take camphor from trees only 


once in fifty years, as has been the rule, 


it is possible to produce camphor each 


year by pruning the leaves from the 


trees and distilling them. The possi- 


bilities offered by this discovery led to 
the planting of camphor trees and there 
are at present 1000 acres of trees grow- 
ing in Florida. A second tract of some 
18 square miles is being cleared rapidly 
Importations of camphor 
in 1914 were only about 3,500,000 
pounds, valued at $929,000. A limited 
area in addition to that projected should 


supply all the domestic camphor for 


which there would be a profitable de- 


mand. The specialists point out that 


the domestic product, when produced 
in any volume, must compete in price 
with imported camphor. It is impossi- 
ble, therefore, to estimate what prices 
growers could obtain for their product 


after full importations are resumed. 


This is especially true because prices 
for imported camphor in the past have 
been regulated more or less by foreign 
control, which, in the face of domestic 
competition, might make important re- 
ductions the. prices’ heretofore 


charged for the imported article, unless 


an export market be developed. 


In addition to the products men- 
tioned, there are hundreds of other 
drugs, oils, and spices which are im- 
ported and which it is possible for this 
country to produce for itself. In the 


aggregate, the value of these imported 


articles is rather imposing, as. the figures 
indicate that this country ‘has been 
bringing in and using about $25,000,000 


annually of the various drugs, oils, and 


condiments. Much of this money un- 
doubtedly can be kept at home. The 
mistake made by most people who con- 
sider raising these crops is that they are 
inclined to consider them as staple 
crops, whereas the domestic demand 
for them is relatively small, and no 


foreign market has been developed for 


them by Americans. | 


At the same time those in idle of 
the work realize that here and there in 
our agriculture, where soil and climatic 
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and other conditions are right, there is” 


room for certain small industries. For 
many years there has been a distinct 
tendency for agriculturists to. direct 


their energies along limited lines. . This 
is indicated most clearly by certain 


types of agriculture prevailing in the 
South,. where the farmers have. con- 
fined their efforts very largely to. the 
cultivation of a single crop. These 
small crops may therefore offer to a 
few of. our farmers opportunities. in 


highly specialized lines. of production, 


which will divert to a certain degree 
the activities of capital and labor from 
some of the crowded industries and 
also supply peculiar products for which > 


the country has been spending money — 


abroad. The drug specialists point out, — 
however, that prices of these artitles 
prevailing under the present disturbed 
conditions are abnormal and therefore 


should not be regarded as a safe basis 
on which to estimate regular returns.

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MONTHLY MARKET LETTER. 


August 1, 1916. 
Dear Sir: | 

Business Outlook: While our fruit 
and grain crops are below normal 
the prospects for summer growing 
field crops are excellent. The de- 
ciduous’ fruit crop of the State, ac- 
cording to authorities, will approxi- 


mate 70% of normal. Prices, however, 


based on present indications, will 
average higher than any other year 
of record, and despite the short out- 
put the money return will be above 
normal. The recently issued report of 
the year 1914 of the Census Bureau on 
California manufacturing shows some 
remarkable increases since 1910. Capi- 


tal invested $736,105,000, an increase 
~ of 37%; number of factories 10,057, a 


gain of 31.3%; average number of 
wage-earners 139,481 for 1914 against 
115,296 for 1910; output $712,801,000, 
a gain of 34.6%. ‘These figures cover 
only factory system plants and do not 
include building industries. In a very 


material part our industries are en-. 


gaged in utilizing our own raw mate- 
rials, of which the most important are 
petroleum, forest products, miscella- 
neous products of our mines and 
fruits. This report also shows a gain 


in population in the four years of 
380,450. An improved condition of. 
the banks of California is shown in 
_ the report of the State Superintendent. 


The resources for the fiscal year just 
closed show a total of $817,744,349 
against $728,/58,964 for the previous 
fiscal year. There has been a gain in 
every department of State banking. 
The loans total $494567,278 for the 


past year against $470,585,712. A 


feature of the situation is that country 
banks are well supplied and will in 


almost all sections be able to finance 


their own communities, and will likely 
have to borrow but lightly to care for 


the crop movement. The record of 


expansion by San Francisco banks has 
become so fixed a situation as to no 
longer call for comment.- The clear- 


ings for the first six months of this 
year were $1,543,226,463, a gain of 


23% over same period 1915. At same 


time realty transactions amounted to 
$22,362,431, an increase of 50%, and 
for the fiscal’ year building construc- 
tion amounted to $18,004,740, -an in- 
crease of over four million of dollars. 

Prices Changes: A noteworthy in- 
creasing number of drug items is 
found in the decline column, attri- 
butable largely to an easing demand 
and the anxiety of many importers to 
reduce and convert into cash their 
excess stocks of foreign grown and 
manufactured items before some defi- 
nite intimation of an approaching ter- 
mination of the European conflict is 
received here. Absence of more than 


a light demand for many of the lead- . 


ing domestic commodities has also 
inspired some shading of prices in 
these. ‘The more important. recent 
changes are noted below: Among the 
declines are the bromides, followed by 


carbolic acid, glycerin and quinine. 


Also may be mentioned castor oil, 
naphthaline, beechwood creosote, sil- 
ver nitrate and the tartrates. Nothing 
spectacular among the advances, but 


uplift may be recorded in camphor, 


pyrogallic acid, golden seal root, also 


oil of orange, bergamot and cassia; 


paper and paper bags much higher; 
glassware scarce and factories limiting 
deliveries ; toilet papers have advanced 
approximately 33 1-3% and factories

SOME INTERESTING 
IODINE FACTS. 


There are few people who have not, 


some time in their lives, had some 
portion of their body painted with 


iodine—that old-fashioned and _ still 
popular remedy. This remedy has in- 
teresting phases beside its ability to 
give brilliant hues to the human budy. 

Iodine was discovered in 1812 by 
Courtois, a soda manufacturer. of 


Paris. It is obtained from certain — 


marine vegetables, particularly the 
fuci or common seaweed, which have 
long been its most abundant natural 
source. It has been detected in some 
fresh water plants, among which are 
the watercress, brookline, and fine 
leaved water hemlock; also in the 
ashes of tobacco. 

Iodine is found in the animal king- 
dom, in the sponge, the oyster, var- 
ious polypi, cod liver oil, and eggs, 


snict in the mineral kingdom, in sea 
water in minute quantity, in certain 
salt springs, as silver iodide in a rare 
Mexican mineral, in a zine ore of Si- 


lesia, in native sodium nitrate, and in 


some kinds of rock salt. It is now ob- 
tained commercially from one of these 
sources, viz.: from the native sodium 


nitrate, or chili saltpetre, with which 


it occurs as sodium iodate. The pro- 


duction of the province of Tarapaca 
(Chili) has assumed large dimensions 
within recent years, as a result of 
higher prices established by a com- 
bination of Scotch, French and South 


American producers. 


Iodine was first discovered in the 
United States, in the water of the 


Congress Spring, at Saratoga, by 
William Usher. It was detected 
the Kanawha saline waters by Em- 


met, and it occurs in the bittern of 


the salt works of western Pennsyl- 
vania. 


In different countries die 


burned for the sake of their ashes, the 


product being a dark-colored fused 


mass called kelp. The deep sea fuci _ 
contain the most iodine, and when | 


these are burned at a low tempera- 
ture for fuel, as is the case in the 
Island of Guernsey, their ashes fur- 


‘nish more iodine than does ordinary 


kelp. 


Although most largely produced in 
South America, much iodine is ob- 
tained from sea kelp. The chief cen- 
ter for the manufacture of this class 


of iodine is at Glasgow, Scotland.

-macists of the Pacific Coast, who availed | 


themselves of the privilege of attending 


the sessions of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association which met in this 
city on the 24th of June last. 


“The many pleasant incidents of that 
eventful week will long linger in the 
memories of those who participated in 
its proceedings. 

“Members of this Society and College 
who were not able to attend the meet- 
ings of the Association, will no doubt 
be gratified to hear that the various 
papers presented by our Pacific Coast 


delegates were fully up to the average 


of those from other parts of the Union 
and reflected much credit upon their 
authors. 


“We hail with pleasure indications of 


an increasing interest on this coast in — 


the science and art of Pharmacy, which 
interest was considerably stimulated by 


the recent meeting of the American 


Pharmaceutical Association. The intel- 
ligent public realize that it is quite as 
important for the pharmacist to be | 
mentally equipped for the practice of 
his profession as it is for the physician 
to be learned in his, in fact, the suc- 
cess of the practitioner and the welfare 
of the patient are alike dependent on 
the intelligence, skill and honesty of the 
pharmacist. 


“In this connection permit me to urge 


upon this body the importance of con- 


tinued efforts for the enactment of a 


code of laws which will elevate the 


standard of our profession on this coast. 
“Another subject which I deem 
proper to present is the fact, patent to 
all of us, that we have outgrown our 


college clothes and are in need of more. 


commodious quarters. 
“T therefore suggest that the Society 


and College, through the trustees, should 


take steps to exchange the property 
for a larger lot (unimproved) in the 
Western Addition, on or near the line 


of some one of the completed or pro- 


jected tramways, and that we appeal to 
some of our wealthy citizens to aid us 
in erecting a College Building, large 
enough to meet our. ever-increasing 


needs and one that would reflect credit 


on the liberality of our friends. 

“There is still another subject which 
I must mention—the compensation. paid 
to our College Faculty. In my judg- 
ment, the salaries are not in proportion 
to the services rendered, and I regret to 


say that even the meager pittance has 
not been always promptly paid.” 


At this meeting, mention was made 


of a life-size crayon portrait of Pro- 


fessor Searley, done and presented by 


Mr. George B. Wray of Yonkers, New 


York. Mr. Wray had been previously 
on a visit to San Francisco and pre- 


sented this portrait as an evidence of 
appreciation for courtesies extended to 
him. This portrait was framed and 
hung upon the walls of the Library 
Room and an acknowledgment and vote 
of thanks sent to Mr. Wray. Presi- 
dent Melvin explained to the meeting 
‘the failure of the Legislative Commit- 
tee to have the bill, presented by them, 


passed into a law at the previous session 


‘of the Legislature. 


From the report of the Treasurer it 


“was learned that from the Society and 


College over $5,500.00 were collected 


and about $5,000.00 paid out during the 
year, $1,500.00 of which only were paid 


to the four professors.
